Mike  Beaty  '96  and  Dan  Hench 
'96  have  been  buddies  since 
they  met  as  freshmen  in  Mor- 
gan Hall.  Now  they  share 
something  else.  Both  are  mili- 
tary officers  who  served  in 
the  war  to  liberate  Iraq, 
"Operation  Iraqi  Freedom." 
When  they  entered  Lenoir- Rhyne,  nei- 
ther had  settled  on  a  future  career,  although 
Beaty  had  thought  about  becoming  a  doc- 
tor. Both  learned  about  Lenoir-Rhyne 
through  college  fairs  near  their  homes  in 
Florida.  "After  visiting  the  campus,  I  knew 
instinctively  inside  my  heart  that  this  was 
where  I  wanted  to  be,"  Hench  said. 

After  three  years  at  L-R,  Beaty  trans- 
ferred to  the  University  of  Florida,  where 
he  earned  a  degree  in  civil  engineering. 
In  1998  he  joined  the  Navy  with  a  goal 
of  becoming  a  pilot.  "My  father  was  also 
a  Naval  pilot.  I'm  following  in  his  foot- 
steps," Beaty  said. 

Hench,  on  the  other  hand,  was  still 
unsure  of  a  career  path  after  graduating 
with  a  double  major  in  music  and  political 
science.  The  summer  after  his  graduation 
from  L-R,  he  worked  at  Camp  Lutherock 
and  was  offered  a  job  as  a  youth  director 
at  St.  Matthew's  Lutheran  Church  in 
Wilmington,  N.C.  Hench  held  that  job 
2  1/2  years,  but  remained  uncertain  about 
his  future. 

"I  had  come  to  a  point  where  I  was 
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going  to  have  to  make  a  decision,"  he  said. 
Would  he  continue  in  youth  ministry 
and  possibly  pursue  a  graduate  degree, 
or  would  he  fulfill  a  longstanding  desire 
to  serve  in  the  military? 

After  some  soul  searching,  he  enlisted 
in  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps.  He  completed 
Officer  Candidate  School  and  accepted  a 
commission  as  a  second  lieutenant.  He 
attended  Basic  School  and  graduated  with 
the  skills  and  designation  of  an  infantry 
rifle  platoon  commander.  He  received 
additional  training  and  was  assigned  to 
serve  as  an  adjutant,  a  specialty  that 
focuses  primarily  on  personnel  adminis- 
tration and  legal  issues. 

In  this  role,  he  was  assigned  to  the  1st 
Combat  Engineer  Battalion,  which  falls 
under  the  1st  Marine  Division,  which  is 
part  of  the  1st  Marine  Expeditionary  Force. 
His  entire  unit,  which  included  infantry 
personnel,  deployed  to  Kuwait  shortly 
before  the  major  combat  operations  began. 
Although  he  had  spent  many  months 
preparing  for  this  contingency,  Hench  said, 
"The  reality  of  our  situation  did  not  hit  me 
until  we  arrived  at  Kuwait  International 
Airport.  It  dawned  on  me:  this  was  not  a 
training  exercise;  this  was  the  real  thing." 

Meanwhile,  Beaty  was  following  his 
own  path  as  a  naval  officer.  After  enlisting, 
he  attended  Officer  Candidate  School  and 
then  Aviation  Preflight  Indoctrination.  He 
attended  several  other  training  programs 


that  included  flight  training  and  water 
survival.  In  February  2001,  he  earned  his 
wings.  He  then  took  more  training  to 
become  qualified  as  a  pilot  of  the  F-18C 
Hornet.  He  joined  the  VFA-105  Battalion, 
known  as  "The  Gunslingers."  When  he 
was  told  that  he  would  be  assigned  to  the 
USS  Harry  S.  Truman  aircraft  carrier,  the 
war  in  Iraq  was  looming. 

The  ship  was  sent  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean, positioned  so  that  planes  could 
take  off,  fly  over  Turkey  and  carry  out 
missions  in  Iraq.  Although  war  seemed 
likely,  Beaty  said,  "We  were  watching  the 
news  on  TV  like  everyone  else"  when 
President  Bush  announced  that  he  was 
sending  troops  into  combat. 

Meanwhile,  Hench  experienced  camp 
life  in  northern  Kuwait,  just  miles  from 
the  Kuwaiti-Iraqi  border,  which  is  where 
he  would  be  stationed  throughout  Phase  I 
of  the  combat  operations.  He  lived  and 
worked  at  Camp  Commando,  a  tent  city 
in  the  desert  with  few  of  the  comforts  of 
home.  The  most  uncomfortable  part  of 
daily  life  was  the  constant  sandstorms. 
The  fine,  powdery  sand  clung  to  equip- 
ment, skin,  clothing  —  everything.  "You 
sort  of  just  lived  with  it,"  Hench  said. 
"You  realize  you're  never  going  to  be  real- 
ly clean."  When  he  arrived  in  February 
2003,  the  heat  wasn't  too  bad. 

However,  security  remained  a  constant 
concern.  "You  didn't  know  whom  of  the 
local  populace  you  could  trust,"  he  said. 
"We  remained  ever  vigilant  in  our  force 
protection  measures,  ensuring  that  our 
Marines  were  ready  at  a  moment's  notice 
to  take  immediate  action."  As  the  war 
began,  several  Scud  missiles  were 
launched  in  the  direction  of  their  camp 
and  Kuwait  City.  Alarms  would  sound 
throughout  the  camps  and  southern 
Kuwait,  alerting  everyone  of  incoming 
missiles  or  scuds. 

"By  the  time  the  alarms  sounded,  we 
knew  we  only  had  seconds  to  reach  the 
concrete  bunkers  for  mild  protection,"  he 
said.  Luckily,  the  Army's  ground-to-air 
Missile  Defense  Systems  protected  them 
and  destroyed  most  of  the  inbound  rock- 
ets before  they  impacted.  However,  during 
the  first  few  weeks  of  combat  operations, 
a  few  scuds  landed  dangerously  close  to 
the  compound.  At  these  moments,  they 
put  faith  in  their  protective  suits,  trusting 
they  would  be  a  sufficient  defense  for 
chemical  or  biological  agents.  Fortunately, 
these  weapons  were  never  employed.  A 
few  troops  were  killed  in  his  camp,  mostly 
in  accidents. 

Hench's  job  focused  on  casualty  report- 
ing, force  protection  and  providing  support 
to  the  soldiers  at  the  tip  of  the  spear.  Even 
in  the  event  of  a  minor  injury,  a  casualty 
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report  was  generated  and  sent  to  Headquar- 
ters Marine  Corps  in  Quantico,  Va.  After 
receiving  the  report,  Headquarters  Marine 
Corps  would  take  appropriate  measures  to 
inform  relatives  of  their  Marines  injury  via 
local  Marine  Corps'  commands.  The  com- 
bat operations  definitely  made  an  impres- 
sion. "I  now  understand  fear  in  a  way  I 
never  did  before,"  he  said. 

However,  before  departing  the  States, 
he  was  mentally  and  spiritually  prepared 
as  best  as  he  could.  Hench  said  everyone 
deploying  understood  the  risks  they 
would  be  facing.  Although  his  parents 
were  concerned,  "They  knew  whatever 
happened  . . .  il  anything  happened,  that 
I  would  be  on  a  distant  shore  —  in  par- 
adise with  my  Savior,"  he  said.  Hench 
regularly  attended  church  during  his  5 
f/2  months  in  Kuwait. 

During  this  time,  Beaty  was  facing  his 
own  challenges.  From  December  2001 
through  May  of  2002,  he  flew  13  combat 
missions  from  his  carrier.  Each  mission 
began  the  same  way,  with  a  briefing  in 
which  all  details  were  covered.  This 
would  usually  happen  the  night  before  or 
the  morning  of  the  flight.  Then  the  pilots 
would  eat,  walk  around,  and  prepare  their 
planes  for  flight. 

Because  they  did  not  have  permission 
to  fly  over  some  of  the  countries  in  the 
region,  each  mission  took  6  to  6  1/2 
hours.  Some  of  the  flights  were  protective 
missions,  while  others  were  strike  mis- 
sions in  which  bombs  were  dropped. 
Most  were  flown  during  the  day,  although 
they  sometimes  flew  at  night. 

The  Hornets  typically  refueled  three 
times  during  each  mission.  They  would 
fly  over  Turkey  to  the  edge  of  Iraq,  refuel 
in  flight,  fly  one  mission,  come  back,  refu- 
el again,  and  then  fly  a  second  mission.  As 
they  were  leaving  Iraq,  they  would  refuel 
again  for  the  flight  back  to  the  carrier. 

"The  very  first  time  1  flew  into  combat, 
it  was  very  nerve  wracking,"  he  admitted. 
Sometimes  he  could  hear  radio  chatter 
about  possible  anti-aircraft  fire  in  the  area. 
"It  would  make  the  hairs  stand  up  on 
your  neck." 

Fortunately,  he  never  came  under 
attack.  After  the  first  few  missions,  he 
gradually  became  more  comfortable  with 
his  role. 

Beaty  said  he  could  complete  his  mis- 
sions in  relative  safety  because  of  the 
work  of  the  ground  troops,  who  had 
eliminated  most  of  the  opposition.  After 
completing  each  mission,  he  would 
return  to  the  ship  and  a  strange  kind  of 
normalcy.  He  could  shower,  eat  and  send 
an  e-mail  back  home.  Because  of  the 
ships  location,  he  felt  relatively  safe  from 
attack  while  on  board.  However,  the  sepa- 
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ration  from  loved  ones  was  difficult. 

"I  think  it's  easier  for  the  folks  on  the 
boat,  because  it's  what  you  signed  up  to 
do,"  Beaty  said.  His  wife,  Stephanie,  and 
his  parents  had  a  tougher  time  just  wait- 
ing, he  said. 

Both  Mike  and  his  sister,  Jill,  are  Navy 
fighter  pilots,  just  like  their  dad.  "I  think  it 
was  tough  on  my  mom,"  he  said.  She  had 
to  live  through  the  uncertainty  of  combat 
with  her  husband  and  then  again  with 
her  children. 

However,  Beaty  said  he  felt  he  was  well 
prepared  for  his  role.  "Our  military  is  very 
smart.  They  do  things  very  methodically. 
They  don't  just  blindly  accept  casualties." 
On  his  aircraft  carrier,  everyone  returned 
home  safely.  Enthusiastic  crowds  greeted 
the  ship  when  they  arrived  in  Norfolk,  Va. 

Hench  also  returned  by  sea.  He  sailed

home  aboard  the  USS  Bonhomme- Richard 
and  stopped  in  Sidney  and  Brisbane,  Aus- 
tralia, where  the  American  service  person- 
nel received  a  hero's  welcome. 

While  in  port  in  Sidney  Hench  and 
a  friend  made  their  way  to  a  Lutheran 
church  in  downtown  Sidney.  The  pastor 
introduced  them  as  American  military  per- 


sonnel. An  American  couple  living  in  Aus- 
tralia took  the  two  Marines  out  for  lunch 
and  sightseeing.  When  they  returned  to 
the  family's  home,  they  found  a  phone 
message  from  an  Australian  family  in  the 
congregation  asking  if  they  could  spend 
some  time  with  the  Americans.  "The  fami- 
lies literally  fought  over  taking  care  of  us." 
Hench  said  with  amazement.  "I  could  not 
have  imagined  a  better  way  to  spend  my 
time  on  liberty." 

The  Australians  had  recently  welcomed 
their  own  military  service  members  back 
from  the  war,  so  some  of  the  welcome 
spilled  over  to  the  Americans  on  leave. 
"People  were  stopping  us  and  congratu- 
lating us  on  the  streets,  in  stores,  every- 
where," Hench  said.  "The  impact  goes 
beyond  the  U.S.  borders." 

After  returning  home,  Hench  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  captain.  He  doesn't 
know  what  the  future  will  hold,  but  for 
now  he  plans  to  stay  in  the  Marine  Corps. 
"I'm  going  to  stick  around  because  I 
enjoy  what  I  do,"  he  said. 

Beaty  has  an  additional  five-year  com- 
mitment to  the  Navy.  He  had  to  enlist  for 
10  years  because  flight  training  costs  the 
Navy  approximately  $2  million  for  each 
pilot.  He  said  that  coming  from  a  Navy 
family  helped  him  know  what  to  expect. 

"It's  a  hard  lifestyle,  but  I  love  what  1 
do,"  he  said.  While  some  may  consider 
being  a  fighter  pilot  a  glamorous  job. 
Beaty  said  they  rely  heavily  on  the  ground 
troops  for  support. 

"Those  people  on  the  ground  —  sleep- 
ing in  the  tents  —  those  are  the  heroes," 
he  said.  □

Jenkins'  guest  appearances  on  TVs 
"Dawson's  Creek,"  "JAG"  or  "Good 
Morning,  Miami." 

If  so,  you  saw  a  glimpse  of  an  L-R 
alum's  promising  film  and  TV  career. 
Ironically,  Jenkins  almost  didn't  go  to  the 
audition  for  "Remember  the  Titans." 

Although  he  loved  acting,  Jenkins 
majored  in  psychology  at  L-R  because  he 
thought  it  was  more  practical.  He  wasn't 
even  in  the  Playmakers  productions  on 
campus,  something  he  now  regrets.  As 
things  turned  out,  his  major  would  be 
an  important  part  of  his  future  career, 
but  not  in  the  way  he  expected.  After 
graduating  a  year  early,  in  1995,  he 
worked  on  his  master's  degree  in  coun- 
seling. To  bring  in  some  extra  money 
during  this  time,  he  worked  as  a  model 
and  acted  in  TV  commercials. 

In  1997,  he  left  L-R  just  short  of  earn- 
ing his  master's  degree  and  went  to  work 
as  a  salesman.  However,  he  continued  to 
pick  up  part-time  acting  and  modeling 
jobs.  One  day,  he  recalled,  he  got  a  call 
from  his  agent  in  Charlotte  suggesting 
he  audition  for  a  movie  being  cast  in 
Atlanta.  He  didn't  know  anything  about 
the  film  at  the  time.  "I  thought  that's  an 
awful  long  way  to  drive  for  a  small  part." 
However,  he  decided  to  give  it  a  shot. 

The  audition  went  well,  and  he  was 
invited  to  return  for  another  reading.  He 
hesitated  again,  but  decided  to  go.  After 
auditioning  a  second  time,  he  was  asked 
to  stay  overnight  and  meet  with  the  Los 
Angeles  casting  director  and  film's  direc- 
tor. He  still  had  no  idea  the  movie  would 
be  a  big-budget  film  until  he  met  some  of 
the  other  actors  reading  for  various  roles. 
One  of  them  walked  out  of  the  audition 
saying,  "Wouldn't  it  be  great  to  get  this 
job  and  work  with  Denzel  Washington?" 

That  comment  made  him  a  little  ner- 
vous, but  he  tried  to  relax  as  he  read  for 
the  part  of  Ray  Budds,  a  character  he 
described  as  a  "real  racist  jerk,"  best 
understood  in  the  context  of  the  film's 
time  and  place.  Only  after  he  got  the  role 


did  Jenkins  find  out  the  filmmaker  had 
conducted  a  nationwide  search  and  audi- 
tioned some  1,000  actors  for  the  part. 

The  movie,  produced  by  Jerry  Bruck- 
heimer and  distributed  by  Walt  Disney 
Films,  is  based  on  a  true  story  about  the 
1971  integration  of  two  high  schools  in 
Alexandria,  Va.  There  is  much  hostility 
on  the  newly  integrated  football  team 
until  the  players  learn  to  pull  together 
and  win  the  state  championship.  This 
success  unites  the  school  and  the  town, 
causing  many  to  rethink  their  racial  prej- 
udices. Washington  played  the  head  foot- 
ball coach  and  Jenkins  played  the  "bad 
guy"  football  player.  However,  Jenkins 
said  the  role  called  for  more  than  playing 
a  stereotype,  since  the  character  eventual- 
ly does  some  soul  searching.  Although  he 
played  football  in  high  school,  Jenkins 
was  not  on  the  Bears  football  team. 

"It's  really  not  a  football  film,"  he  said 
about  the  movie,  which  was  released  in 
2000  and  was  a  box  office  hit,  grossing 
approximately  $120  million.  "It's  more 
about  racial  harmony." 

Jenkins  recalled  meeting  Denzel 
Washington  on  the  set.  Hoping  to  make 
a  good  impression,  Jenkins  told  the  star 
that  he  had  seen  Washington's  wife, 
actress  Pauletta  Pearson  '72,  when  she 
spoke  at  L-R's  commencement.  Jenkins 
said  he  was  just  trying  to  break  the  ice, 
but  was  somewhat  surprised  the  next 
day  when  Washington  challenged  him  to 
remember  what  his  wife  had  said  in  her 
speech  four  years  earlier.  Jenkins  could 
remember  a  little  bit  of  the  speech,  but 
not  much,  he  recalled  with  a  laugh. 

After  the  success  of  "Remember  the 
Titans,"  Jenkins  moved  to  Los  Angeles  to 
pursue  an  acting  career.  Because  of  that 
success,  he  was  able  to  get  an  agent  and 
a  manager,  something  that  is  difficult  for 
many  newcomers.  However,  when  he 
got  to  Hollywood,  he  realized  that  his 
natural  talent  was  enough  to  get  in  the 
door,  but  not  always  enough  to  find  the 
depth  in  some  of  the  more  complex 
characters  he  was  auditioning  for.  He 
sought  further  acting  education  from 
renowned  instructor  Robert  Cartiegie, 
who  has  trained  the  likes  of  Ashley  JiuM 
and  Jim  Carrey,  among  others.  For  the 
past  2  1/2  years,  he  has  continued  his 
studies  at  Carnegie's  Studio  Playhouse 
West,  which  has  helped  him  hone  his 
natural  talent  and  given  him  the  ability 
to  lose  himself  in  his  characters. 

Since  moving  to  Los  Angeles,  he  has 
had  a  lead  role  in  the  independent  film 
"Unshackled,"  starring  with  veteran 
actor  Stacy  Reach.  That  experience  was 
a  positive  one,  but  only  in  the  sense  that 


it  was  educational.  "1  learned  just  how 
rotten  this  film  business  can  be,"  Jenkins 
said.  This  experience  showed  him  early 
on  how  politically  motivated  and  gossip- 
driven  most  film  sets  are. 

Since  then  he  has  had  guest  star  roles 
on  several  TV  shows.  He  recendy  per- 
formed a  lead  role  in  "Sea  of  Fear,"  which 
he  described  as  a  teen  thriller.  He  is  now 
negotiating  for  a  role  in  another  film,  which 
he  hopes  will  begin  shooting  this  summer. 

This  April,  Jenkins  is  planning  to 
marry  Ashlee  Payne,  a  speech  patholo- 
gist and  aspiring  actress  who  is  originally 
from  West  Virginia  and  Florida.  The 
couple  met  at  Bel-Air  Presbyterian 
Church  in  California. 

Jenkins  knows  a  lot  of  young  people 
come  to  Los  Angeles  to  pursue  an  acting 
career  and  get  caught  up  in  the  city's 
notoriously  superficial  and  self-indulgent 
culture.  However,  he  said  he  has  tried  to 
keep  his  feet  on  the  ground  and  remain 
true  to  his  values.  In  fact,  he  and  his 
fiancee  have  discussed  eventually  mov- 
ing back  to  North  Carolina  to  teach  act- 
ing and  possibly  to  work  with  young 
actors  in  a  Christian  setting. 

As  for  now,  his  immediate  goal  is  to 
work  steadily  as  an  actor.  "The  joy  of 
acting  is  to  explore  all  the  depths  of 
one's  personality  and  to  live  them  out  in 
various  characters  honestly,"  he  said.  His 
instructor  has  said  many  times.  "Acting 
is  living  truthfully  in  imaginary  circum- 
stances." Jenkins  said,  "Whenever  1  have 
the  opportunity  to  do  this,  the  feeling  is 
indescribable." 

After  graduating  from  high  school. 
Jenkins  really  wanted  to  study  acting,  but 
he  convinced  himself  to  study  psycholo- 
gy, which  he  considered  more  practical. 
He  now  feels  that  Gods  hand  was  evident 
in  his  selection  of  majors.  Jenkins  said  he 
uses  his  psychology  background  to  help 
him  "profile"  all  his  characters  and  fill  in 
the  blanks  necessary  to  develop  them 
completely. 

However,  he  said  his  outlook  has 
changed  somewhat.  "I  came  to  realize 
life  is  about  pursuing  your  deepest  pas- 
sions. Through  the  years,  I've  spoken  to 
so  many  people  who  have  encouraged 
me  to  'pursue  it  while  you're  young," "  he 
said.  "1  don't  want  to  be  retired  and  — 
looking  back  over  my  life  —  say  to 
myself,  1  wish  I'd  done  that." 

Whatever  the  future  holds,  Jenkins 
said  he  is  satisfied  that  his  faith  in  Christ 
will  always  lead  him  down  the  right  path. 
"If  I  feel  I've  learned  anvthing  1  could 
pass  on  to  others,  it  would  be  a  quote  I 
read  not  too  long  ago:  'Find  something 
you  love  and  make  it  your  life's  work.'  "  □

The  Rex.  Mark  S.  Hanson,  presiding 
bishop  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  will  be  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  commencement  speaker  May  8. 
The  event  will  be  held  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Shuford  Gymnasium  on  campus. 

Born  in  Minneapolis  on  Dec.  2, 
1946,  Hanson  graduated  from  Min- 
nehaha Academy  in  1964,  and  earned 
a  bachelors  degree  in  sociology  from 
Augsburg  College  in  1968.  He  was  a 
Rockefeller  Fellow  at  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  1968-69,  received  his 
master  of  divinity  degree  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  in 
1972,  attended  Luther  Seminary,  St. 
Paul,  Minn.,  1973-74,  and  was  a  Mer- 
rill Fellow  at  Harvard  University 
Divinity  School,  Cambridge,  Mass., 
in  1979. 

Ordained  in  1974,  Hanson  served 
as  pastor  at  Prince  of  Glory  Lutheran 
Church,  Minneapolis,  1973-79;  Edina 
Community  Lutheran  Church,  Edina, 
Minn.,  1979-88;  and  University 
Lutheran  Church  of  Hope,  Minneapo- 
lis, 1988-1995.  He  began  serving  as 
bishop  of  the  Saint  Paul  Area  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  in  1995,  and  had  been  re- 
elected to  a  second  term  as  synodical

bishop  prior  to  his  election  as  presid- 
ing bishop  of  the  ELCA  in  2001. 

Hanson  serves  on  the  executive 
council  of  the  Lutheran  World  Feder- 
ation and  the  executive  board  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  He 
was  president  of  the  Minnesota  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  from  1998-2000.  At 
the  time  of  his  election  as  presiding 
bishop,  he  was  serving  as  vice  chair  of 
the  ELCA  Conference  of  Bishops.

Dr.  Michael  CD,

Dr.  Michael  CD. 
McDaniel,  former 
head  of  the  Center  for 
Theology  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College,  died 
Dec.  18,  2003,  at 
Lutheran  Home  West 
in  Hickory.  McDaniel 
founded  the  Luther- 
Aquinas  Conference  at  the  College,  which 
attracted  biblical  scholars  from  across  the 
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country  to  discuss  the  legacies  and  writ- 
ings of  Martin  Luther  and  Thomas 
Aquinas.  He  also  served  as  bishop  of  the 
N.C.  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  America. 

McDaniel  was  born  April  8,  1929,  in 
Mount  Pleasant,  a  son  of  the  late  John 
Henry  and  Mildred  Barrier  McDaniel. 
He  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  in  Korea  from 
1946  to  1948.  He  received  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  earned 
his  theological  degree  from  Wittenberg 
University  in  Springfield,  Ohio.  He  later

Opening 
the  windows 
of  heaven 

The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit  '60  was 
alone  on  the  sidewalk  in  down- 
town Atlanta  one  cold,  wintry 
morning  in  1992.  The  antique 
store  in  front  of  him  hadn't  opened 
yet,  so  he  stood  there  looking 
through  the  window  at  a  display 
of  religious  icons. 

Suddenly,  a  stranger  approached. 
The  two  began  talking  about  the 
icons  in  the  window.  Safrit  confided 
that,  although  he  lacked  formal 
training  in  art,  he  hoped  one  day  to 
be  able  to  paint  icons.  The  stranger 
then  said  he  could  put  Safrit  in 
touch  with  someone  who  taught 
icon  painting.  Safrit  gave  the 
stranger  his  business  card  and  the 
two  parted  company. 

Safrit,  a  Lutheran  pastor, 
thought  little  more  of  the 
encounter  until  two  months  later 
he  received  a  letter  inviting  him 
to  attend  a  class  on  icon  painting. 
The  one-week  class  would  be 
offered  by  the  St.  John  of  Damas- 
cus Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Ligo- 
nier,  Pa.  With  strong  encourage- 
ment from  his  wife,  Brenda  Arcuri 
Safrit  '65,  he  decided  to  go. 

He  didn't  know  what  to  expect 
when  he  arrived  at  the  academy, 
associated  with  the  Antiochian 
(Syrian)  Orthodox  Church.  His 
class  included  12  other  students 
from  a  variety  of  denominations. 
He  was  the  only  Lutheran.  Howev- 
er, it  would  prove  to  be  a  life- 
changing  week.  Safrit  found  a  new 
source  of  strength  and  inspiration 
as  he  studied  with  iconographer 
Phillip  Zimmerman.  "Phil  and  I 
clicked  as  good  friends,"  Safrit  said. 

The  week  of  art  lessons  arrived 
at  a  crucial  time  in  his  life,  when 
he  had  become  deeply  depressed 
over  conflicts  within  his  congrega- 
tion. However,  he  found  that  focus- 
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ing  on  the  icons  and  their  meaning 
brought  him  spiritual  strength  and 
renewal.  He  returned  to  study  with 
Zimmerman  three  more  summers. 
Safrit  continued  with  his  pastoral 
ministry  until  1999,  when  he  retired. 
But  in  iconography,  he  found  a  new 
kind  of  ministry,  one  based  on  a 
lifelong  love  of  art. 

Safrit  entered  L-R  as  a  pre-theo- 
logical  student.  "I  came  out  of  a  very 
dysfunctional  family,"  he  said.  His 
father  was  an  alcoholic  and  his  fami- 
ly had  few  financial  resources.  Early 
on,  he  found  a  sense  of  security  and 
stability  at  Zion  "Organ"  Lutheran 
Church  in  Salisbury.  There  he  taught 
himself  to  play  music  on  the  church 
organ,  the  first  pipe  organ  installed 
in  a  N.C.  Lutheran  church.  His 
mother  also  introduced  him  to  art, 
encouraging  him  to  express  himself 
by  drawing.  However,  his  family 
never  had  the  money  for  formal 
music  or  art  lessons. 

Safrit  graduated  as  the  valedictori- 
an of  this  high  school  class,  but  in 
those  days  few  scholarships  were 
offered.  However,  he  managed  to  put 
himself  through  Lenoir-Rhyne,  rely- 
ing on  financial  help  from  his  church, 
the  N.  C.  Synod,  and  a  part-time  job 
as  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Inez  Seagle  39, 
sociology  professor.  "I  made  55  cents 
an  hour,  and  was  glad  to  get  it,"  he 
said.  He  also  earned  money  by  paint- 
ing sets  for  the  Playmakers,  drawing 
illustrations  for  the  Lenoir-Rhynean 
and  the  Hacawa,  working  in  the  din- 
ing hall,  and  playing  with  the  Kam- 
pus  Kats. 

Safrit  also  was  a  member  of  the 
popular  music  combo  The  Crew- 
necks.  This  group  was  chosen  for 
a  world  tour  to  entertain  American 
troops.  This  tour  enabled  him  to 
earn  enough  money  to  continue  his 
education  and  graduate.  "In  looking 
back,  I  can  see  God  made  all  these 
opportunities  for  me,"  Safrit  said.  He 
later  graduated  from  Lutheran  Theo- 
logical Southern  Seminary  in  Colum- 
bia, S.C.,  and  was  ordained.  He  spent 
the  next  36  years  in  pastoral  min- 
istry. His  dedication  to  his  congrega- 
tions was  recognized  in  1994  when

he  became  the  first  recipient  of  the 
seminary's  John  Benjamin  Beden- 
baugh  Award  for  Distinguished  Pas- 
toral Leadership.  During  most  of  his 
years  as  a  church  pastor,  his  interest 
in  art  took  a  back  seat. 

Taking  the  icon-painting  classes 
gave  him  new  insight,  and  a  new 
ministry.  In  the  past  12  years,  he  has 
created  about  75  icons.  He  begins 
each  with  prayer,  and  then  painstak- 
ingly applies  many  thin  layers  of 
acrylic  paint  to  a  specially  prepared 
board.  He  finishes  each  icon  by  apply- 
ing gold  leaf  to  certain  parts  of  the 
image.  Each  image  represents  a  per- 
son or  a  scene  from  the  Bible  in  a 
traditional  pose. 

Safrits  icons  may  be  found  in 
many  churches  and  homes.  He  cre- 
ates a  special  icon  for  each  customer, 
hoping  they  will  be  used  to  focus  the 
thoughts  of  believers  on  the  message 
of  the  gospel.  The  cost  of  his  icons 
is  dependent  upon  the  size  and  con- 
tent. His  goal,  he  said,  is  not  to  make 
money  but  to  cover  his  expenses 
and  to  create  an  image  of  beauty 
and  meaning  for  the  beholder.  This 
semester,  he  visited  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
campus  for  four  days  as  Pastor-in- 
Residence,  meeting  with  students, 
faculty,  and  community  members. 

Icons  were  originally  created  in  the 


Byzantine  Church,  from  the  5th  Cen- 
tury until  1453.  The  pictures  are  sym- 
bolic, not  realistic,  he  explained.  Each 
gesture  and  symbol  has  a  specific 
meaning.  The  icon  painters  of  today 
try  to  faithfully  reproduce  the  originals 
created  many  hundreds  of  years  ago. 
"They  are  painted  by  the  church  to 
convey  truth,"  Safrit  said.  Icon  paint- 
ing developed  as  a  tradition  of  the 
Eastern  Orthodox  churches.  However, 
Safrit  said  he  feels  they  are  a  part  of 
the  larger  Christian  tradition  and  may 
be  beneficial  to  any  believer.  The  East- 
ern Orthodox  Church  refers  to  icons 
as  "windows  into  heaven,"  directing 
the  believers  thoughts  toward  the 
divine.  Because  they  are  the  \isual  ver- 
sion of  the  Word  of  God,  iconogra- 
phers  are  said  to  "write"  icons. 

"1  think  God  has  laid  this  gift 
upon  my  life  and  said,  'Gary,  this  is 
what  I  want  you  to  do." "  he  said.  And 
who  was  the  stranger  who  directed 
Safrit  to  the  school  of  icon  painting? 
He  never  found  out.  Zimmerman, 
his  teacher,  said  one  day  he  came  to 
work  to  find  Safrits  business  card  on 
his  desk  along  with  an  anonymous 
note  saying,  "Invite  this  man  to  your 
next  class."  Safrit  is  satisfied  that  the 
stranger  was  a  messenger  from  God, 
an  angel  of  sorts.  "I  think  God  does 
that  sometimes,"  he  said.  ■

He  is  princi- 
pal conductor  and  coordinator  of  performance  activities  at  the 
Center  for  Black  Music  Research.  He  studied  composition  at  the 
Manhattan  School  of  Music  and  Princeton  University.  He  studied 
conducting  at  the  Berkshire  Music  Center,  the  Salzburg  Mozar- 
teum,  and  with  Franco  Ferrara  and  Dean  Dixon.  Co-founder  and 
associate  conductor  for  the  Symphony  of  the  New  World,  Perkin- 
son has  guest-conducted  many  orchestras  around  the  world. 

The  CD  also  features  the  work  of  Martino,  a  musician  who 
began  composing  at  age  15.  Martino  has  won  two  Fulbright 
scholarships,  three  Guggenheim  awards  and  the  1974  Pulitzer 
Prize  in  music  for  his  chamber  work.  He  has  taught  at  Prince- 
ton and  Yale  and  is  the  Walter  Bigelow  Rosen  Professor  of 
Music  Emeritus  at  Harvard.  Martino  has  also  composed  for  the 
Chicago,  Boston  and  San  Francisco  symphonies. 

Perkinson  said,  "Having  my  music  exposed  to  such  an 
extraordinary  pianism  and  musical  intellect  as  John  Cheeks 
is  indeed  a  privilege."  Martino  described  Cheeks  performance 
as  "masterful." 

A  native  of  Little  Rock,  Cheek  made  his  professional  debut 
with  the  Arkansas  Symphony  Orchestra  at  age  13  and  has 
appeared  as  guest  soloist  numerous  times.  He  has  earned  top 
awards  in  a  number  of  national  and  international  music  compe- 
titions sponsored  by  such  organizations  as  the  National  Society 
of  Arts  and  Letters,  the  American  Music  Scholarship  Association 
and  the  Liederkranz  Club  of  New  York.  Cheek  also  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  highest-ranking  American  in  the  1986 
Franz  Liszt  International  Piano  Completion  held  in  Budapest. 

In  the  spring  of  2001,  Cheek  traveled  to  Yerevan,  Armenia, 
as  a  Fulbright  Scholar,  playing  concerts  of  20th  century  Ameri- 
can music  and  teaching  two  courses  on  American  music  at  the

Additionally,  Cheek  has  appeared  as  soloist  and  chamber 
musician  in  New  York's  Alice  Tully  Hall  and  has  toured  the 
United  States,  Europe  and  Central  Asia.  Co-founder  of  New 
York  electro-acoustic  performing  group,  the  Omni  Ensemble, 
Cheek  is  the  author  of  "Douze  Etudes  of  Claude  Debussy:  Per- 
formance Research."  He  is  also  the  composer  of  "Big  Church 
Music,"  which  was  broadcast  on  national  public  radio. 

Locally,  Cheek  performed  with  UNC  Charlottes  Rowe  Arts 
Concert  Series  during  2000-2001  and  frequently  appears  in 
concert  throughout  the  Carolinas.  In  addition,  he  has  written 
popular  songs  and  a  rock  musical.  Cheek  holds  a  doctorate  in 
musical  arts  from  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music.

What  is  the  connection  between  the  Western  Piedmont  Sym- 
phony, Shakespeare  and  business  leadership?  Most  people 
would  think  there  is  no  connection.  However,  Lenoir-Rhynes 
new  course,  "Leadership  and  the  Arts,"  is  showing  that  busi- 
ness executives  can  learn  leadership  skills  by  studying  the  arts. 
This  innovative  class  combines  traditional  college  students  with 
business  professionals  and  artists  to  show  how  the  liberal  arts 
connect  with  the  "working  world."

A  variety  of  area  business  execu- 
tives are  helping  to  teach  the  class,  relating  their  personal  sto- 
ries of  how  the  arts  help  them  be  more  effective  in  their  busi- 
nesses. Some  of  these  include  Charles  M.  Snipes  '58,  president 
of  Bank  of  Granite;  Tony  Rose,  CEO  of  Catawba  Valley  Medical 
Center;  Nissan  Joseph,  president  of  Hickory  Brands;  Eric 
Schenk  '73,  COO  of  CV  Industries  and  chair  of  the  L-R  Busi- 
ness Council;  Michael  Dugan,  president  and  CEO  of  Henredon 
Furniture;  Jeff  Neuville,  president  and  CEO  of  Neuville  Indus- 
tries; Jeffrey  Arditti,  president  of  Regency  House;  and  Carl 
Cline  '66,  financial  advisor  with  UBS  Financial  Services  Group. 

Steve  Neuville  is  a  prime  example  of  how  business  and  the 
arts  can  be  related.  The  successful  businessman  and  former 
chair  of  the  Business  Council  Board  has  nurtured  a  lifelong 
interest  in  literature.

the  College,  and  has  been  a  longtime  supporter  of  the  Visiting 
Writers  Program.

It  also 
requires  a  willingness  to  go  afield  —  to  gain  the  extra  knowl- 
edge that  can  only  be  garnered  through  human  experience, 
relationships  with  a  wide  variety  of  people,  reading,  music, 
art  and  travel.  I  always  attributed  a  large  part  of  my  success 
at  Neuville  Industries  to  having  pursued  these  outside  experi- 
ences and  being  able  to  use  this  extra  knowledge  to  think  a

Internet 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  students  now 
have  a  radio  station  of  their  own  after 
several  years  without  one. 

The  new  station,  WLRC,  may  be  heard 
over  the  Internet  at  www.lrc.edu/radio.  It 
had  more  than  6,000  hits  in  one  month, 
from  places  as  diverse  as  San  Diego  and 
Poland.  A  total  of  1,055  individuals  tuned  in 
to  listen  to  the  eclectic  mix  of  programming. 

"We've  been  very  pleased  and  surprised 
at  the  response  we've  received,"  said  John 
Hipp  W,  the  station's  advisor.  The  College 
had  a  radio  station  beginning  in  the  1980s, 
although  the  broadcast  never  reached  a 
large  number  of  people.  In  2000,  it  was  dis- 
continued. After  looking  into  various  ways 
to  restart  the  station,  Hipp  decided  on  the 
Internet.  The  station  went  live  on  Oct.  1 . 

WLRCs  manager  is  Anthony  DcMalia 
V5,  a  junior  from  Shrewsbury,  Mass.  "The 
experience  has  been  great,"  he  said.  "I've 
learned  a  lot  about  the  radio  business,  as

You  are  invited  to  attend  the  dedication 
of  this  facility,  which  will  take  place  Oct.  1 
as  a  part  of  Homecoming  '04.  Mark  your 
calendars  now  and  plan  to  participate  in 
this  historic  event. 

As  the  renovation  work  continues,  the 
College  seeks  donations  in  support  of  this 
project.  Phase  I  ($3.3  million)  supports 
the  renovation  of  the  buildings.

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How  Jesse  and  Lela  King 
made  a  difference 


1932,  East  St.  Louis 

Jesse  Wright  King  was  a  bright  young  man 
filled  with  a  desire  to  learn  and  succeed 
when  he  graduated  from  Roosevelt  High 
School  in  1932.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  and  his  high  school 
debate  team.  He  was  the  only  child  of 
Augustus  King,  a  salesman  for  a  meat  pack- 
ing company  and  Patti  Wright  King.  Jesse 
was  offered  a  scholarship  to  DePauw  Univer- 
sity in  Indiana.  But  as  the  Great  Depression 
deepened,  he  was  forced  to  turn  down  the 
opportunity  for  a  higher  education.  Instead, 
he  went  to  work  to  help  support  his  family. 

1 991 ,  Pinellas  County,  Fla. 

In  1 991,  Jason  Golt 
was  a  bright  young  man 
planning  to  graduate 
from  Seminole  High 
School  near  St.  Peters- 
burg, Fla.  But  instead  of 
deciding  which  college  he 
would  attend,  Jason  was 
planning  to  continue 
working.  An  only  child 
being  raised  by  a  single  mom,  Jason  was 
already  working  40  hours  a  week  to  help 
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support  his  family.  No  one  in  the  Golt  family 
had  ever  gone  to  college. 

In  the  spring  of  1991,  the  lives  of  the 
King  and  Golt  families  intersected.  Jason's 
Latin  teacher  encouraged  him  to  apply  for 
the  Jesse  and  Lela  King  Scholarship,  which 
would  be  given  to  three  students  graduating 
from  his  high  school  that  year.  The  winners 
would  receive  a  full-tuition  scholarship  to 
attend  one  of  three  private  colleges  in  North 
Carolina.  Golt  received  the  scholarship  and 
chose  to  attend  Lenoir- Rhyne  College. 

"They  gave  my  son  an  opportunity  that  I 
would  have  never  dreamed  about,"  said 
Bonnie  Golt,  Jason's  mother.  "I  would  have 
never  been  able  to  send  him  to  college." 

Jason  said,  "I  would  not  have  gone  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne  —  or  any  college  —  if  it 
weren't  for  the  Kings."  Not  only  did  the 
Kings  give  him  money,  they  encouraged  him 
to  set  high  goals  for  himself.  Although  he 
only  met  the  Kings  in  person  a  few  times, 
he  felt  motivated  by  their  generosity  and 
confidence  in  him. 

"It  was  kind  of  like  meeting  grandparents 
you  never  knew  before,"  he  said  about  his 
encounters  with  the  Kings.  Despite  this 
promising  start,  Golt  still  had  to  struggle 
in  some  of  his  classes.  However,  he  was

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The  King  Scholars 
How  the  kindness 
of  strangers  touched 
their  lives 

Jesse  and  Lela  King  sent  17  students 
from  Seminole  High  School  to  private 
colleges  in  North  Carolina.  Seven  of  those 
students  attended  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Jason 
Golt  '96,  described  in  the  accompanying 
article,  was  one  of  those  whose  life  was 
profoundly  affected  by  the  Kings.  Here  are 
the  stories  of  the  other  King  Scholars: 

Brian  Amend  '96  had 

dropped  out  of  high 
school  at  16.  "I  was  par- 
tying a  lot,"  he  admitted. 
Although  he  later  gradu- 
ated from  high  school, 
he  said,  "I  wasn't  very 
prepared."  If  he  hadn't 
received  the  King  Schol- 
arship, he  would  proba- 
bly have  gone  to  the  University  of  Central 
Florida  —  a  large,  public  university  "I  feel 
that  receiving  the  King  Scholarship  was  a 
turn-around  point  in  my  life,"  he  said. 
"LRC  allowed  me  to  get  the  kind  of  indi- 
vidual attention  I  needed.  More  specifical- 
ly, great  professors  like  Rose  and  Ron 
Mohan,  Phillip  Blosser,  Larry  Yoder,  Don- 
negan  Smith,  and  even  President  LaHurd 
helped  me  explore  not  only  English  but 
philosophy,  theology  and  drama.  Having 
dipped  into  these  fields  has  given  me  an 
appreciation  of  my  own  field,  helping 
place  it  in  context  with  others."  Amend 
calls  the  King  Scholarship  a  God-given 
opportunity.  Today  he  is  teaching  at 
Lynchburg  College  and  working  on  his 
Ph.D.  in  English  at  The  Catholic  Universi- 
ty of  America  in  Washington,  D.C.  Attend- 
ing L-R  also  had  another  significant  impact 
on  his  life.  He  met  his  wife,  Sarah  Beimler 
Amend  '98  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Jennifer  Amos  '03 

was  the  last  of  the  stu- 
dents the  Kings  chose. 
The  couple  had  already 
closed  their  foundation, 
deciding  it  was  too 
much  for  them  to  man- 
age. However,  James 
Denhardt,  their  attorney, 
asked  if  they  could  send 
one  more  student  to  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Amos 
was  a  close  friend  of  Denhardt's  daughter, 
and  the  attorney  knew  she  was  the  kind  of 
student  the  Kings  had  helped  in  the  past. 
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Amos  had  already  picked  Lenoir-Rhyne  as 
her  first  choice  when  she  received  word  that 
the  Kings  would  provide  scholarship  assis- 
tance. Without  that  help,  she  said  she 
would  have  most  likely  attended  Florida 
State  University.  She  said  she  was  looking 
for  a  small  school  with  a  religious  affiliation. 
She  was  planning  to  major  in  education  and 
knew  L-R  had  a  strong  education  depart- 
ment. "I  knew  several  people  who  had 
attended  or  were  attending  L-R,  and  they 
only  had  extremely  positive  things  to  say 
about  their  experiences,"  she  said.  "When  1 
came  to  visit,  it  just  felt  like  the  right  fit." 

Amos  graduated  with  a  degree  in  Spanish. 
She  is  now  participating  in  the  Young  Adults 
in  Global  Mission,  a  joint  program  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church-USA.  She  is  in  Colo- 
nia  Valdense,  Uruguay  (a  small  town  of  about 
4,000).  She  is  working  in  a  home  for  the 
elderly  run  by  the  local  Protestant  church 
and  has  also  served  at  a  summer  camp. 

After  completing  her  one-year  mission, 
Amos  said  she  plans  to  attend  seminary  and 
specialize  in  youth  and  family  ministries.  In 
an  e-mail  from  Uruguay,  she  wrote:  "At  L-R  I 
was  afforded  the  opportunity  to  try  a  world 
of  different  things  and  sometimes  make  mis- 
takes ....  There  was  always  a  support  system 
somewhere  within  L-R,  whether  it  was  in  the 
friends  1  made  there,  Pastor  (Andrew)  Weis- 
ner,  or  professors,  etc.  These  supports  pro- 
vided a  safe  environment  to  experience  life 
and  thus  grow  into  the  person  1  am  today." 

Dale  Cargo  '95 

wanted  to  play  college 
football.  After  visiting 
Lenoir-Rhyne  and  talk- 
ing to  the  football  coach, 
he  felt  this  was  the  right 
college  for  him.  He  was- 
n't offered  a  football 
scholarship,  but  he  did 
receive  the  King  Scholar- 
ship, allowing  him  to  attend  L-R.  "That  was 
a  very  exciting  day  (when  he  learned  he  had 
received  the  scholarship),"  he  said.  "It  felt 
like  you  were  fitting  in  a  great  spot."  Cargo 
played  football  as  a  freshman  walk-on  and 
said  he  enjoyed  his  time  on  the  team.  How- 
ever, his  interests  turned  to  science,  which 
had  numerous  afternoon  labs  conflicting 
with  football  practice.  "I  made  the  decision 
to  focus  on  my  studies,"  he  said.  During  his 
junior  year  in  college  he  asked  the  Kings  if 
they  would  help  him  if  he  participated  in  a 
3-2  program  with  Duke  University.  This 
program  allowed  students  to  attend  their 
senior  year  at  Duke.  The  credits  they  earned 
would  count  toward  graduation  from 
Lenoir-Rhyne  and  also  count  toward  a  mas- 
ters degree  in  environmental  studies  from

Duke.  Cargo  remembers  meeting  with  the 
Kings  at  their  Florida  home,  where  they 
offered  him  lemonade  and  cookies  and  lis- 
tened to  his  hopes  and  dreams.  They  agreed 
to  let  him  apply  the  rest  of  his  scholarship 
to  the  Duke  program.  "It  turned  out  to  be  a 
huge  springboard  for  my  master's,"  he  said. 
Cargo  also  met  his  wife,  Lisa  Sease  Cargo 
'94,  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  After  graduating  from 
Duke,  he  worked  briefly  as  an  environmen- 
tal consultant.  He  is  now  a  threat  analyst  for 
Internet  Security  Systems,  a  company  that 
offers  anti-hacker  programs  and  security  for 
corporate  computer  systems. 

Autumn  Hyde  Kennedy 

'97  said,  "The  announce- 
ment that  1  was  receiving 
the  King  Scholarship  still 
remains  a  highlight  of 
my  life  —  besides  getting 
married.  That  moment 
brought  me  to  where  1  am 
today.  Without  the  Kings,  1 
was  only  hoping  we  could 
afford  our  local  community  college." 

Kennedy  fondly  remembers  the  Kings. 
"They  were  the  neatest  people,"  she  said. 
"They  just  seemed  so  interested  in  us  (the 
students)."  The  Kings  asked  that  all  the  stu- 
dents keep  in  touch  with  them.  Kennedy 
wrote  to  them  each  semester.  When  she 
went  home  for  Thanksgiving  or  Christmas, 
she  would  call  them.  The  Kings  would  pick 
her  up,  take  her  to  a  local  restaurant  and 
ask  how  she  was  doing  in  school. 

Kennedy  graduated  in  three  years  with  a 
degree  in  English.  About  a  year  later,  Jesse 
King  got  in  touch  with  her.  He  said  the 
foundation  was  coming  to  a  close  and  they 
were  aware  that  she  had  only  used  three 
years  of  her  scholarship  money.  He  asked  if 
she  would  like  to  use  the  rest  to  earn  a  mas- 
ter's degree.  She  accepted,  enrolling  in 
Hollins  University  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  where 
she  earned  a  master  of  arts  in  liberal  studies. 
For  her  thesis,  she  studied  the  Nazi  concen- 
tration camps,  traveling  to  Europe.  "When  I 
was  over  there  —  70  days  —  my  mother  e- 
mailed  me  and  said  Mr.  King  had  died."  Her 
parents  went  to  the  funeral  to  tell  Lela  King 
how  much  the  scholarship  had  meant  to 
their  family. 

"They  handed  me  a  free  ticket  to  my 
education,"  Kennedy  said  with  amazement. 
"It's  one  of  the  first  things  I  have  on  my 
resume.  It  has  been  my  greatest  accomplish- 
ment." Kennedy  is  now  coordinator  of  acad- 
emic advising  at  Queens  University  in  Char- 
lotte, N.C. 

"1  feel  like  getting  the  King  Scholarship 
was  a  catalyst  for  so  man)'  things  in  my 
life,"  she  said.  "Being  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  intro- 
duced me  to  the  world  of  ideas." 
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Vaughn  Talbert  '97 

also  saw  the  King  Schol- 
arship as  a  turning  point 
in  his  life.  He  said  he 
would  not  have  been 
able  to  attend  a  college 
like  Lenoir-Rhyne  with- 
out it.  "About  half  of  my 
high  school  friends  went 
to  the  University  of 

Florida,"  he  said.  "Going  to  Lenoir-Rhyne 
was  a  very  liberating  experience,"  he  said. 
Talbert,  who  majored  in  English,  said  his 
professors  helped  him  expand  his  horizons. 
While  at  L-R,  he  met  Terry  Gifford.  a  visit- 
ing writer  who  was  working  at  the  Universi- 
ty of  Leeds  in  England.  As  a  result  of  that 
meeting,  Talbert  went  on  to  earn  a  masters 
degree  in  literature  from  the  University  of 
Leeds.  That  experience,  in  turn,  allowed 
him  to  travel  in  Europe.  Today,  Talbert 
works  as  a  manager  of  product  development 
for  MRA  Services,  a  project  management 
and  technical  publishing  company  head- 
quartered in  Concord,  N.C.  The  company 
works  with  cities  around  the  world  that  are 
building  or  upgrading  light  rail  systems.  He 
also  met  his  fiancee,  Selena  Derreberry  '96. 
while  attending  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Mike  Powers  '97 

went  to  work  for  Xerox 
Corp.  immediately  after 
earning  his  bachelors 
degree  in  international 
business.  After  working 
as  a  sales  representative 
for  three  years,  he  was 
promoted  to  sales  trainer. 
He  was  recently  promot- 
ed to  sales  manager.  In  this  job,  he  is 
responsible  for  nine  sales  representatives, 
who  each  work  with  about  150-200  Xerox 
authorized  resellers.  The  company  paid  for 
him  to  earn  his  MBA  from  the  University  of 
Phoenix.  He  is  now  living  in  Grapevine.

ship. Mike  has  two  additional  younger 
brothers  who  both  attended  public 
universities.  ■

Mr.  King  had  certain  expec- 
tations for  his  kids,  and  I  felt  responsible  to 
Mr.  King  for  his  kindness.  I  feel  that  I  fulfilled 
my  part  of  the  bargain  and  justified  Mr.  Kings 
faith  in  me,  and  that  gives  me  a  sense  of 
pride.  Mr.  King  gave  me  the  opportunity  to 
become  more  than  I  was,  and  I  am  a  better 
man  for  having  met  someone  so  kind."  After 
graduation,  Golt  returned  to  Florida  where  he 
got  a  job  with  the  Home  Shopping  Network. 
Through  lots  of  hard  work  and  enthusiasm, 
he  became  an  executive  producer,  working 
with  celebrities  like  Suzanne  Somers  and 
Frankie  Avalon.  After  five  years,  the  round- 
the-clock  work  schedule  got  to  him,  and  he 
took  some  time  off.  "It  was  exciting,  but  it 
was  too  much,"  he  said. 

Golt  now  has  a  job  as  a  mortgage  under- 
writer for  GE  Financial  Services.  "I  know 
there's  no  challenge  I  can't  rise  to,"  he  said. 
"I  can  go  anywhere  I  want  and  walk  into 
the  door  with  confidence." 

The  Kings'  Story 

Although  Jesse  King 
lost  his  opportunity  to 
attend  college,  he  didn't  let 
that  keep  him  from  suc- 
ceeding. During  World 
War  II  he  served  in  the 
U.S.  Anny  Air  Force.  Near 
the  end  of  the  war,  he 
married  Lela  Johnson, 
whom  he  had  met  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Fla.  She  was  the  youngest  child  of 
Lucile  and  Sidney  Johnson,  a  medical  doctor 
who  had  been  educated  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  She  was  always  passionately  inter- 
ested in  dance.  At  19,  she  went  to  New  York 
City  to  study  ballet. 

After  their  marriage,  the  Kings  lived  in 
New  York  City,  where  Jesse  went  to  work  for 
Firestone  Rubber  Co.  selling  tires,  and  later  for 
Air  Products  in  their  oxygen  and  nitrogen  divi- 
sion. Lela  continued  her  dance  career,  appear- 
ing in  several  Broadway  productions.  She  also 
taught  at  Arthur  Murray  Dance  Studio. 

Jesse's  hard  work  for  Air  Products  paid  off 
when  he  was  able  to  start  a  dealership  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa  in  1949.  Over  the  next  few 
years,  he  built  a  substantial  business,  Wright 
Welding  Supply.  He  sold  that  business  and 
returned  to  St.  Petersburg  in  1955.  There  he 
founded  Busch  Mastercraft  Inc.,  which  built 
and  installed  aluminum  screen  porches, 
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cabanas  and  awnings.  Later,  he  founded 
Suncoaster  Mobile  Homes,  which  he  ran  for 
more  than  30  years.  This  highly  successful 
business  manufactured  mobile  homes  and 
sold  them  directly  to  the  public.  Lela  played 
an  important  part  in  the  business,  helping  to 
decorate  and  furnish  the  model  homes.  The 
Kings  later  expanded  their  business  by  devel- 
oping mobile  home  parks. 

In  the  1970s,  the  couple  began  spending 
part  of  every  summer  in  North  Carolina. 
They  eventually  bought  a  summer  home  on 
Lake  Santeetlah,  west  of  Robbinsville.  The 
couple  were  married  for  more  than  50  years, 
enjoying  many  activities  together.  But  they 
never  had  any  children. 

A  plan  to  help  others 

In  the  late  1980s,  the  Kings  decided  to 
help  young  people  get  a  private  college  edu- 
cation, the  kind  that  Jesse  had  been  denied. 
In  1990,  with  the  help  of  their  attorney  and 
longtime  friend,  James  Denhardt,  the  Kings 
established  the  Lela  and  Jesse  King  Scholar- 
ship Foundation  Inc.,  to  which  they  were 
the  sole  contributors.  This  foundation  pro- 
vided scholarships  for  students  from  Semi- 
nole High  School,  the  high  school  closest 
to  their  home,  to  attend  Lenoir-Rhyne  and 
other  small  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  Den- 
hardt  explained  that  the  Kings  really  appre- 
ciated the  beautiful  scenery  and  climate  of 
North  Carolina.  They  also  understood  the 
value  of  a  private  college  education. 

Jesse  King  asked  his  attorney  if  he  could 
recommend  any  small  colleges  in  North  Car- 
olina. Denhardt  was  an  active  member  of 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  Cross  in  St.  Peters- 
burg. He  told  King  that  several  members  of 
his  congregation  had  children  who  were 
attending  Lenoir-Rhyne.  The  Rev.  Gary  Berg- 
amo, pastor  of  the  church,  had  a  daughter 
who  was  a  student  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  (Bethany 
Bergamo  '91).  The  pastor  contacted  Clarence 
Pugh  '62  in  the  College's  advancement  office 
to  arrange  a  tour.  Pugh  and  President  John 
Trainer  took  Jesse  King  on  a  tour  of  the  cam- 
pus and  discussed  the  mission  of  the  College. 
The  Kings  were  apparently  impressed.  As  far 
as  anyone  knows,  that  was  the  only  time  they 
visited  the  campus. 

The  Kings  also  selected  St.  Andrew's  Pres- 
byterian College  and  Lees-McRae  College  to 
be  the  beneficiaries  of  their  plan.  Each  year  for 
six  years,  the  Kings  selected  three  students 
graduating  from  Seminole  High  School  and 
paid  all  their  tuition  and  fees  for  four  years  at 
one  of  the  selected  colleges.  The  scholarships 
were  given  based  on  financial  need,  academic 
promise  and  a  desire  to  attend  one  of  the  col- 
leges in  the  program.  In  exchange,  the  Kings 
only  asked  that  the  students  keep  their  grades 


up  and  keep  them  informed  about  how  they 
were  doing  in  college. 

Over  the  years,  the  Kings  awarded  schol- 
arships to  17  students,  seven  of  whom 
attended  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Many  were  first- 
generation  college  students.  None  of  them 
would  have  likely  gone  to  Lenoir-Rhyne 
without  the  Kings'  assistance.  The  students 
still  had  to  pay  for  books,  room  and  board. 
But  the  Kings'  generosity  helped  them 
choose  Lenoir-Rhyne.  For  all  of  them,  that 
decision  had  a  profound  effect  on  their 
future  lives.  Several  met  their  future  spouses 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  In  some  cases,  their  exam- 
ple encouraged  other  members  of  their 
family  to  attend  college. 

The  Kings  never  sought  the  limelight  and 
declined  invitations  to  be  recognized  by  the 
College.  Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd,  former  L-R  pres- 
ident, recalled  that  he  and  his  wife,  Carol, 
visited  with  the  Kings  in  Florida.  The  Kings 
suggested  they  eat  at  the  local  Holiday  Inn, 
taking  advantage  of  the  Early  Bird  Special, 
he  said. 

LaHurd  recalled  that  Lela  King  was  in 
poor  health  at  the  time,  limiting  the  cou- 
ple's ability  to  travel.  The  Kings  were  very 
humble  and  did  not  want  any  formal  recog- 
nition. "They  really  appreciated  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  students  kept  in  touch  with 
them,"  he  said.  "That  was  the  only  recogni- 
tion they  wanted." 

Laurie  Brill  '87,  fonner  associate  director 
of  admissions  for  Lenoir-Rhyne,  used  to  visit 
Seminole  High  School  every  year.  She  knew 
about  the  Kings  and  their  scholarships  and 
encouraged  students  who  qualified  to  apply. 
She  said  she  called  the  Kings  several  times 
and  took  them  out  to  eat  once  or  twice. 
"They  were  very,  very  humble,  kind  people," 
she  recalled.  "They  were  very  gracious." 
Once  she  invited  them  to  a  local  party  for 
prospective  students,  but  the  Kings  declined, 
preferring  to  remain  in  the  background. 

In  2000,  Jesse  King  died.  A  year  later, 
his  wife,  Lela,  also  died.  But  the  Kings  had 
planned  for  their  generosity  to  continue.  Their 
estate  plans  called  for  four  colleges  —  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  St.  Andrew's  Presbyterian,  Lees-McRae 
and  Berea  —  to  receive  the  bulk  of  their 
estate.  Lenoir-Rhyne  received  $2.4  million, 
the  largest  estate  gift  the  College  has  ever 
received.  Of  that  amount,  $500,000  was  desig- 
nated to  establish  the  Jesse  and  Lela  King 
Scholarship  Endowment,  which  will  continue 
their  generosity  to  new  generations.  If  any 
of  these  future  scholarship  recipients  want  to 
know  who  the  Kings  were,  the  students  may 
visit  the  Financial  Aid  Office  on  campus. 
There  they  will  find  a  small  booklet  prepared 
by  the  Kings'  attorney.  It  contains  the  story 
of  the  Kings'  lives  and  the  legacy  they  left.      Q 
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When  the  skies  were  friendly 

It  was  a  different  era,  when  bad  weather  and  high  ticket 
prices  were  the  biggest  concerns  of  airline  passengers. 
Kay  Spencer  Hogg  '60  was  a  flight  attendant  in  the  early 
'60s,  when  no  one  considered  airline  security  a  serious 
problem  and  "air  rage"  was  an  unknown  term.  Back 
then,  Hogg  and  other  female  attendants  were  called 
stewardesses.  They  had  to  meet  certain  height  and 
weight  requirements,  and  they  had  to  be  single. 

Hogg  was  the  first  female  attendant  hired  by  Winston- 
Salem-based  Piedmont  Airlines  in  1962.  Piedmont,  which 
later  became  a  part  of  U.S.  Airways,  was  the  last  airline  in 
the  United  States  to  hire  women  as  flight  attendants.  Ear- 
lier, the  company  only  hired  male  attendants,  and  called 
them  pursers. 

After  graduating  from  a  two-year  business  course  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  Hogg  worked  for  a  while  as  an  executive 
secretary  with  Western  Electric  in  her  hometown  of 
Winston-Salem,  N.C.  She  considered  becoming  a  stew- 
ardess for  Eastern  Airlines,  but  her  mother  thought 
she  should  live  at  home.  When  she  found  out  about  the 
job  with  Piedmont,  headquartered  in  town,  she  and  a 
friend  applied.  After  three  interviews,  they  were  both 
selected  for  the  first  five-member  class  of  Piedmont 
stewardesses.  She  found  out  later  that  100  women  had 
applied.  "I  guess  they  were  just  looking  for  the  girl  next 
door,"  Hogg  said. 

When  she  went  to  work,  she  wore  the  company  uniform 
tailored  jacket  and  skirt,  high  heel  shoes,  a  pillbox  hat  and 
gloves.  It  was  a  fun  job,  she  said.  Most  of  her  flights  were 
short  hops  in  the  immediate  area.  She  recalled  that  she  had 
hurry  to  serve  a  snack  on  a  30-minute  flight.  In  her  day, 
liquor  was  not  offered  on  board. 

She  said  her  most  embarrassing  moment  occurred  when 
several  Western  Electric  executives,  whom  she  knew  from 
her  previous  job,  were  on  one  of  her  flights.  "I  announced 
that  we  would  be  landing  in  Washington,  D.C.  When  we 
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landed,  we  were  actually  in  Norfolk,  Va.  (because 
of  the  weather)."   Her  mistake  was  later  reported  in 
the  Western  Electric  employee  newsletter. 

There  were  some  rewards  that  came  with 
the  job,  including  meeting  a  few  celebrities. 
She  recalled  that  Michael  Landon,  then 
famous  for  his  role  of  Little  Joe  Cartwright 
on  "Bonanza,"  once  flew  with  his  wife. 
Another  time,  she  played  host  to  the  '60s 
folk  group  Peter,  Paul  and  Maty.  "Col. 
Sanders  (of  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken 
fame)  used  to  get  on  my  plane  about 
once  a  week,"  she  said. 
One  of  her  passengers  drew  a  cartoon 
of  her  at  work.  He  joked  with  her  and 
signed  the  drawing  Al  Capp  as  he  gave  it  to 
her.  At  the  time,  Hogg  didn't  think  it  was  really 
Capp,  the  famous  creator  of  the  "El  Abner"  car- 
toon strip.  Later  she  decided  it  was  the  famous 
cartoonist  when  she  learned  that  Capp,  like  her 
passenger,  only  had  one  arm. 

In  1965,  Hogg  quit  Piedmont  Airlines  to  move 
to  Hawaii,  where  she  had  met  a  young  pilot  for 
Aloha  Airlines.  She  went  to  work  for  Hawaiian  Air 
in  its  training  and  publications  department.  Shortly 
after  moving  there,  she  and  James  Hogg  married. 
They  lived  in  Hawaii  33  years  and  raised  their  two 
children,  James  and  Shannon.  They  also  operated  a 
company  together,  Momingstar  Cruises  Inc.  The 
couple  now  lives  in  Crowley  Lake,  Calif. 

During  her  career,  being  a  stewardess  was  consid- 
ered a  glamorous  job,  similar  to  being  an  actress  or  a 
model.  She  recalled  that  one  time  she  flew  with  Tom 
Davis,  president  of  Piedmont  Airlines.  He  jokingly 
asked  her  if  she  still  thought  her  job  was  glamorous. 
She  replied,  "The  only  thing  glamorous  about  it  is 
when  somebody  asks  you  where  you  work!"  ■

A  generation  of  College  and 
community  leaders 

Troy  Washam  '43 

Troy  Washam  '43,  former  coach  and  a  member  of 
the  L-R  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  died  Nov.  12,  2003, 
in  Hickory.  He  was  83. 

Washam  was  a  three-letter  athlete  in  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  while  a  student  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  He  taught  and  coached  at  Hickory  High 
School  for  31  years,  and  in  1983  he  was  induct- 
ed into  the  College's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

He  served  as  a  Navy  pilot  during  World  War 
II.  He  was  married  to  Martha  Gardner  Washam 
for  54  years.  The  couple  had  four  children,  eight  grandchildren  and 
two  great-grandchildren. 

After  graduating  from  L-R,  Washam  played  semi-professional 
baseball  for  the  Hickory  Rebels.  He  began  his  coaching  career  in 
baseball  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  where  he  won  two  North  State  titles.  At 
Hickory  High,  he  taught  math,  physical  education,  coached  baseball 
and  assisted  with  football.  Washams  baseball  teams  won  nine  con- 
ference championships.  In  1993,  the  Hickory  High  baseball  field 
was  named  in  his  honor.  Washam  also  served  as  head  coach  for  the 
American  Legion  Post  48  baseball  team.  In  1948,  he  coached  his 
team  to  the  national  semifinal  playoffs.  He  was  inducted  into  the 
North  Carolina  American  Legion  Hall  of  Fame  in  1968.  Washams 
combined  teams  won  more  than  500  games  and  22  championships. 

He  is  remembered  by  many  former  students  and  players.  Bill  Bass 
of  Hickory  had  Washam  as  a  coach  at  Hickory  High  and  the  Ameri- 
can Legion.  As  a  coach,  Washam  never  lost  his  temper  or  uttered  a 
profanity  at  a  player,  said  Bass.  "You  paid  attention  when  he  spoke," 
he  said.  Washam  was  a  member  of  the  College's  President's  and 
Founders  societies.

Whitener  was  also  named  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Class  of  1936,  a  distinction  he  gave  up  to  ful- 
fill family  obligations.  Prior  to  completing  his  final 
semester  at  L-R,  Whitener  assumed  responsibility 
for  operating  his  father's  two  mills:  Rhodes-Whiten- 
er  Mill  in  Taylorsville  and  Rudisill  Spinning  Mills  in 
Lincolnton.  For  move  than  40  years,  Whitener 
divided  his  time  between  the  two  mills. 

Whitener  was  a  descendent  of  one  of  Hickory's 
first  settlers,  Henry  Weidner.  From  1959  to  1977, 
Whitener  served  as  mayor  of  Hickory.  During  his  administration,  the 
downtown  was  redeveloped  and  affordable  housing  was  made  a  priori- 
ty Civic  improvements  included  a  new  wastewater  treatment  plant, 
improved  fire  protection,  a  new  city  hall  and  new  courtroom  complex. 
The  city  municipal  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Whitener  in  1998. 

A  member  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hickory,  he  was  past 
president  of  the  Catawba  Country  Club,  Kiwanis  Club  and  the  N.C. 
League  of  Municipalities.  He  often  shared  his  singing  talent  by  per- 
forming with  his  church's  choir  as  well  as  for  many  weddings  and 
social  functions.  He  was  a  volunteer  with  the  Adult  Life  Fellowship 
Program  in  Hickory  and  also  enjoyed  growing  roses. 

Lloyd  R.  Little  '33  

Lloyd  Ray  Little  '33  died  Monday,  Dec.  29,  2003, 
at  the  age  of  99.  He  was  a  resident  of  the  North 
Carolina  Lutheran  Home  in  Hickory. 

A  graduate  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  where  he 
was  a  three-sport  letterman,  Little  also  received  a 
master's  degree  from  Appalachian  State  University. 

For  35  years,  he  was  a  teacher  and  a  coach  and 
spent  the  last  31  years  before  retirement  at  Shelby 
High  School.  He  coached  the  Shelby  Golden  Lions 
to  500  or  more  wins  and  won  five  straight  Western 
high  school  athletic  championships  from  1957  to  1961.  In  addition  to 
coaching  the  boys'  basketball  team,  he  also  coached  tennis  and  helped 
coach  Shelby  Post  82's  American  Legion  1945  national  championship 
baseball  team.  The  gymnasium  at  Shelby  High  School  is  named  in  his 
honor.  Phil  Hefner,  Little's  nephew,  said,  "He  won  several  basketball 
conferences,  but  he's  best  known  for  being  kind  to  people."

'reetings!  I  hope  everyone  is  excited  about 
Tthe  year  ahead.  As  you  know,  last  year  was  a 
great  year  for  the  Alumni  Association.  We  set  a 
new  record  for  alumni  giving  and  donations, 
which  enabled  Lenoir-Rhyne  to  raise  faculty  and 
staff  salaries  for  the  second  time  in  a  year.  Also, 
our  alumni  donor  barbecue  was  our  best  ever. 
We  fed  over  900  people  and  are  shooting  for  over 
1,000  next  year.  If  you're  a  donor  and  have  never 
attended,  please  make  an  effort  to  come  this  year. 
You'll  love  it! 
As  we  begin  this  new  year,  we  all  need  to  realize  that  while  last 
year  was  great,  we  can't  rest  on  our  laurels.  We  have  to  keep 
improving  every  year  if  we  want  to  stay  on  top.  One  way  for  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  to  remain  at  the  top  is  for  the  alumni  to  give  back  their 
resources  and  time  to  the  College. 

Every  year,  many  of  our  most  loyal  and  largest  donors  to  the  Annu- 
al Fund  pass  away,  so  in  order  to  maintain  our  high  standard,  we  need 
to  recruit  new  donors.  Right  now,  we  are  suffering  a  low  participation 
from  our  mid-70s  to  early  '80s  graduates.  These  are  the  people  who 
now  have  to  step  up  to  the  plate  and  make  a  long-term  commitment 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  to  help  maintain  its  level  of  excellence.  1,  along  with 
our  National  Annual  Fund  Chairs  Steve  '62  and  Sandra  '65  Eades, 
have  challenged  all  of  the  class  agents  to  recruit  10  new  donors  out  of 
their  respective  classes  this  year.  This  will  help  make  up  for  the  donors 
we  lose  every  year,  but  most  importantly,  it  will  help  us  achieve  record 
participation  and  surpass  our  benchmark  colleges. 

Now,  for  those  of  you  who  believe  that  you  must  give  at  least 
$100  or  more  to  the  Annual  Fund  to  make  your  gift  count,  you  are 
wrong!  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  over  15,000  alumni.  Only  30  percent  or, 
approximately  4,500  alumni,  give.  Now,  if  we  received  just  $25 
from  the  remaining  10,500  alumni,  that  would  give  the  College 
another  $262,500  a  year!  That  would  enable  us  to  keep  and  bring 
in  the  best  teachers  (our  professors  are  woefully  underpaid),  keep 
our  buildings  in  tip  top  condition,  and  offer  more  scholarship 


money  to  the  students,  just  to  name  a  few  things!  And  that's  just 
with  that  extra  $25! 

If  we  doubled  that  to  $50,  that  would  be  over  half  a  million 
more  dollars  a  year,  and  if  it  were  $100  per  alumni  (that  is  27 
cents  per  day),  that  would  he  another  $1  million  per  year!  So,  you 
see,  your  $25  or  $50  or  $100  does  matter.  And  a  higher  alumni  par- 
ticipation rate  makes  us  more  attractive  to  foundations  whose  phi- 
losophy is,  "If  your  own  do  not  support  you,  why  should  we?" 

I  was  in  church  recently  and  it  was  Covenant  Sunday,  which  is 
the  Sunday  when  we  Methodists  fill  out  our  pledge  cards  for  the 
year.  Our  minister  was  giving  examples  of  parishioners  who  were 
on  fixed  incomes  and  really  couldn't  afford  to  give  to  the  church, 
but  were  giving  a  small  amount  anyway,  because  they  believed  in 
what  the  church  was  trying  to  do.  He  then  said  something  that 
struck  me  as  being  so  applicable  to  what  I'm  discussing  here.  He 
said,  "It  doesn't  matter  what  amount  you  give;  it's  what  is  in  your 
heart  when  you  give  that  matters."  In  other  words,  it  is  good  to 
give,  but  don't  be  constrained  by  a  certain  amount.  Give  what  your 
heart  tells  you  to  give,  which  is  personally  significant  for  you. 

In  this  issue  of  Profile,  there  is  an  article  regarding  a  $2.4  million 
gift  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  by  the  King  Estate.  The  Kings  did  not  graduate 
from  Lenoir-Rhyne,  were  not  Lutherans,  did  not  send  their  children 
to  L-R  and  only  set  foot  on  campus  one  time!  What  they  did  do 
was  provide  scholarships  to  students  in  the  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  area 
who  attended  Lenoir-Rhyne.  These  students  were  always  very 
appreciative  of  the  scholarship  and  would  send  letters  annually  to 
the  Kings  or  come  to  thank  them  and  visit  with  them.  The  Kings 
learned  about  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  through  its  students,  and  they 
fell  in  love  with  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  its  students.  So,  when  preparing 
their  estate,  they  did  what  their  hearts  told  them  to  do.  They  left 
money  to  a  College  that  was  producing  a  fine  group  of  students 
who  eventually  became  alumni. 

If  people  like  the  Kings  felt  so  strongly  about  L-R  and  its  mission 
that  they  were  willing  to  give  $2.4  million,  can't  you  give  at  least  25 
cents  a  day?

Dennis  Clark  '76  remembers  the  first  prayer  he  prayed  when 
he  made  a  commitment  to  Christ  at  age  10:  "Lord,  help  me 
to  be  a  Christian  athlete." 

That  childhood  prayer  has  blossomed  into  a  fulltime  Christ- 
ian vocation  as  director  of  Jumping  for  Jesus  International 
Club.  However,  it  didn't  happen  all  at  once.  "I  used  to  jump 
rope  in  Morgan  Dorm,"  recalled  the  former  student  athlete. 

He  played  football  four  years  and  baseball  two  years  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  graduating  with  a  degree  in  physical  education. 
However,  another  college  experience  was  equally  influential.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  members  of  Fellowship  of  Christian  Ath- 
letes on  campus.  He  remembers  that  Dr.  Joseph  Glass,  a  reli- 
gion professor,  helped  the  group  organize.  Through  those  meet- 
ings, Clark  renewed  his  Christian  commitment  and  decided  to 
pursue  a  vocation  involving  sports  and  religion.  Attending  an 
FCA  camp  in  Black  Mountain,  N.C.,  showed  him  how  to  wit- 
ness and  organize  others.  "It  really  changed  my  life,"  he  said. 

After  graduation,  Clark  attended  Christ  for  the  Nations  Insti- 
tute in  Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  earned  a  master's  degree  in  reli- 
gious education.  In  1982,  he  began  working  as  a  coach  at  a 
Christian  elementary  school  in  the  area. 

On  his  first  day  of  work,  he  was  ill  at  ease,  wondering  how 
he  would  connect  with  the  children.  At  recess,  he  saw  some  of 
the  children  jumping  rope,  so  he  began  jumping  with  them. 
This  led  to  an  entire  fitness  curriculum  based  on  rope  jumping. 
He  also  coached  a  team  of  competitive  rope  jumpers  at  the 
school.  They  were  so  good  they  won  a  Texas  statewide  competi- 
tion. He  took  his  student  teams  to  perform  at  college  and  pro- 
fessional basketball  halftime  shows,  at  churches,  at  schools  — 
anywhere  they  were  invited. 

He  also  used  these  opportunities  to  share  his  Christian  witness. 
In  1986,  Clark  went  full-time  with  his  jump  rope  ministry  He 
now  lives  in  his  hometown  near  Atlanta  and  participates  in  a  wide

range  of  children's  ministries.  He  always  brings  his  jump  rope  and 
challenges  the  children  to  grow  both  spiritually  and  physically.  He 
said  he  has  taken  his  ministry  to  about  half  the  states  and  made 
16  trips  to  other  countries.  He  is  actively  involved  in  a  ministry  to 
children  living  in  apartments  in  the  Atlanta  area. 

Clark's  organization  also  sells  a  fitness  program  for  children 
and  adults  that  is  based  on  the  simple  act  of  jumping  rope.  "So 
many  children  today  don't  exercise  enough,"  he  said,  "but  all 
children  love  to  jump  rope." 

Clark  attributes  his  successful  ministry  to  his  experience  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  especially  to  Glass.  "Lenoir-Rhyne  is  totally 
awesome,"  he  said.  "I  just  thank  God  I  was  able  to  go  there."

Beth  Shaw  '93  has  always  been  athletic.  She  was  a  competitive 
swimmer  while  in  high  school.  At  Lenoir- Rhyne,  she  didn't 
have  time  to  participate  in  a  sport.  As  a  sports  medicine  major, 
she  spent  most  of  her  time  working  with  other  student  athletes. 

However,  she  continued  swimming  for  fitness  while  in  col- 
lege. "1  started  jogging  just  to  keep  off  the  pounds,"  she  said. 
The  cycling  came  later. 

This  fall,  she  competed  in  the  World  Championship  Hawaii 
Ironman  Triathlon,  one  of  the  greatest  endurance  tests  in  all  of 
sports.  Shaw,  32,  didn't  originally  plan  to  compete  on  this  level. 

She  works  as  a  physical  therapist  at  St.  Anthony's  Outpatient 
Rehabilitation  Center  in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  She  originally  didn't 
consider  running  a  triathlon,  in  which  competitors  swim,  cycle 
and  then  run  a  marathon.  She  first  became  involved  in  the  sport 
six  years  ago  when  her  co-workers  convinced  her  to  compete  on 
a  triathlon  team.  She  would  complete  the  swimming  portion, 
while  others  would  cycle  and  run.  "At  first,  I  couldn't  believe 
there  were  people  doing  the  whole  thing,"  she  said. 

However,  her  competitive  nature  was  intrigued.  Shortly 
thereafter,  she  entered  her  first  "Sprint  Triathlon,"  so  called 
because  the  course  was  shorter  than  an  Ironman  triathlon.  It 
consisted  of  a  half-mile  swim,  15-mile  bike  race  and  3-mile  run. 
In  the  years  to  follow  she  entered  other  triathlons  of  varying 
distances  and  much  to  her  surprise,  was  even  the  overall  win- 
ner of  the  women's  competition  in  some  of  these  races. 

About  the  same  time,  her  marriage  of  nine  years  began  to 
disintegrate,  and  in  September  2001  she  was  divorced.  She 
looked  for  a  therapeutic  focus,  and  found  it  in  sports.  She 
began  to  train  seriously,  entering  many  other  triathlons.  Gradu- 
ally she  began  to  focus  on  a  really  big  goal  —  competing  in  the 
Hawaiian  Ironman,  the  premier  triathlon  in  the  world.  It  is  a 
grueling  course  consisting  of  a  2.4-mile  swim,  112-mile  bike 
race  and  a  26.2-mile  run.  To  participate  in  the  race,  contestants 
must  qualify  by  winning  other  triathlons. 

"It's  like  the  Superbowl  of  our  sport,"  she  said.  She  decided 
to  enter  the  qualifying  race  in  Panama  City,  Ironman  Florida.  To 
qualify,  she  would  have  to  be  one  of  the  top  five  finishers  out  of 
92  women  in  her  age  group. 

She  hired  a  coach  to  train  for  the  qualifying  race.  While  con- 
tinuing her  full-time  job,  she  dedicated  herself  to  22-25  hours 
of  workouts  a  week.  On  a  typical  day,  she  would  swim  two 
miles  before  work.  After  getting  off  from  work,  she  would  ride 
her  bike  for  two  hours  and  then  run  for  five  miles. 

"It  was  pretty  much  all  I  did,"  she  said.  After  four  months  of 
training,  she  entered  Ironman  Florida  and  finished  well  enough  to 
earn  a  spot  in  the  Hawaiian  Ironman.  Then  the  really  serious  train- 
ing began.  For  another  year,  she  kept  up  the  grueling  workouts.

Finally,  in  October  2003,  the  time  had  arrived  to  put  her 
efforts  to  the  test.  Her  parents,  both  her  sisters  and  several 
friends  traveled  with  her  to  Hawaii.  She  was  one  of  1,600  peo- 
ple starting  the  race  at  once.  "It's  such  a  challenge  just  to  see  if 
you  can  do  it,"  she  said.  She  successfully  finished  the  course  in 
11  hours  and  52  minutes,  about  halfway  through  the  field  of 
female  competitors  in  her  age  group. 

"It  was  extremely  difficult,  but  it  was  a  tremendous  high,"  she 
said.  Because  the  2003  race  was  the  25th  running  of  the  Iron- 
man,  it  was  broadcast  on  NBC  during  prime  time  in  December. 

Shaw  said  the  most  difficult  challenges  of  the  Hawaiian 
course  were  wind  and  heat.  Because  most  of  the  race  is  run 
near  the  ocean  and  through  vast  lava  fields,  competitors  face 
strong  winds  throughout  most  of  the  bike  course. 

Now  that  she  has  finished  one  of  the  most  challenging  athlet- 
ic competitions  on  earth,  what  is  her  goal?  She  originally 
thought  she  would  be  satisfied  just  to  finish.  However,  she  now 
thinks  she  might  want  to  compete  in  the  Hawaii  Ironman  again. 

"I  want  to  try  to  qualify  again,"  she  said.  Tm  not  sure  when 
or  where.  It's  too  soon  now.  I'm  just  relaxing  and  recovering 
for  now."  ■
